during  each  hour  of  every  day  and  then  figured 
'  out  how  he  used  his  time  during  the  entire  per- 

iod  of  his  long  life.  He  spent  over  twenty-six 
years  in  sleep,  twenty-one  years  working,  two 
hundred  and  twenty-eight  days  shaving  and  one 
hundred  and  forty  days  paying  bills.  He  also 
spent  over  twenty-six  dayl  scolding  his  chil- 
dren,  and  two  days  yelling  at  his  dogs.  All  of 
this  suggests  now  we  might  more  wisely  budget  our  time  for  the 
best  possible  use  of  it  It  presents  a  real  challenge  for  us  to  be 
good  stewards  of  our  time. 

Give  God -More  Time 

Perhaps  one  of  the  greatest  failures  of  the  average  one  of 
us  is  biir  failure  to  schedule  enough  time  for  God.  We  need  in 
eveiy  day  time  to  spend  with  God  in  prayer,  Bible  study  and 
meditation. 

“Be  still  and  know  that  I  am  God.  . 

Christian  Citizenship  in  today’s  world  is^a  demanding  thing. 
^We  must  look  after  creature  comforts  and  business,  but  to  leave 
out  the  iinain  source  of  our  strength  is  to  invite  disaster. 

Theodore  L.  Cuyler,  D.D.  says,  “The  difclple?  wer^  not  losing 
time  when  they  sat  down  beside  their  Master  and  held  quiet  con¬ 
verse  with  Him  under  the  olives  of  Bethany  or  by  the  shores  of 
Galilee,  Those  were  their  school  hours;  those  were  their  first 
feeding  times?  The  healthiest  Christian,  the  one  who  is  best 
fitted  for  Godly  living  and  Godly  labors,  is  he  who  feeds  most  ; 
on  Christ.  Here  lies  the  benefit  of  Bible  reading,  and  of  secret 
prayer.  The  very  act  of  sitting  dowif  quietly  with  our  crucified 
Redeemer  at  His  table  of  Ibve  has  its  significance.  ”
